RECENT ACTION by the 


Illinois legislature provided 
for three important changes 
in the court system and pro- 
cedure. The changes affect 
divorce, grand jury indict- 
ments, police magistrate and 
justice of the peace reports. 
Those changes are: 
—-The enactment of a 60-day 


"cooling off period" in divorce 
filings 
except 
in emergency 


cases. 


—A person charged with a fel- 


ony other than treason, murder 
or manslaughter can waive a 
grand jury indictment and be 
tried almost immediately in cir- 
cuit court without waiting for the 
next session of the grand jury. 


—Police magistrates and just- 


ices of the peace are now re- 
quired to file monthly, rather 
than annual, reports of all fines, 
fees and forfeitures with the 
state's attorney's office.

The amendment of the 85-year- 


old divorce law was designed to 
discourage divorce by allowing the 
parties involved to reconsider their 
actions during this two-month per- 
iod. 


Under the new law, the plaintiff 


or complaining party files a declar- 
ation of intent (praecipe for'sum- 
mons) with the circuit clerk's of- 
fice at a charge of $20, plus attor- 
ney's fees. 


If the plaintiff still desires to 


proceed with the divorce after the 
60-day "cooling off period," he or 
she then can file the regular com- 
plaint for divorce. 


The defendant has 20 days to file 


an answer to the complaint. The 
divorce proceeding then progresses 
through regular channels. 


In the case of an emergency, 


such as violence on the part of 
one oi the parties, the court may 
order the two-month period be 
eliminated.

The purpose of the grand jury 


indictment waiver is to speed up 
justice by eliminating delay and 
cut expenses such as special re- 
calls of the grand jury, according 
to State's Atty. James Bales. 


Bales pointed out that this sys- 


tem allows a person to plead 
guilty to the information charg- 
ing him with a crime so he can 
start serving his jail or peniten- 
tiary sentence almost immediate- 
ly. 
For example. Joe Blow is caught 


red-handed while committing- a les- 
ser felony such as burglary and 
wants to plead guilty to the charge. 


If he was arrested in June, for 


example, he would have to wait 
for the September term of the 
grand jury before being indicted. 
If he was unable to make bond he 
would have to waste this time in 
jail. 


By waiving the grand jury in- 


dictment he could be tried im- 
mediately and start serving his 
sentence. This move would also 
eliminate two or three month's 
expense of feeding him In the 
county jail—a saving to the tax- 
payer. 


In no case shall a plea of guilty 


or waiver of indictment be received 
or accepted from a minor under 
the age of 18 years, unless repre- 
sented by counsel, the law states.

By an amendment of the state 


law. justices of the peace and po- 
lice magistrates are now required 
to report monthly to the state's 
attorney's office al] fines, fees and 
forfeitures collected by the loth of 
each month.

Although no fines are collected. \ 


aii affadavit to that effect must be j 
fiied each month. Under the old j 
law. reports were required only on \ 
March 1 of each year.

Three GOP Senators Say

WASHINGTON W—Three highly placed Republican senators said 


today Secretary of the Air Force Talbott ifi under mounting pres- 
sure to resign. 


Talbott denied their statements 


that he had dectede he "must-go" 
because of (1) disclosures in a 
Senate investigation of his outside 
business activities, and (2) the 
possibility that he may become 
the target of a new Senate inquiry. 


But he said later he would do 


nothing to embarrass President 
Eisenhower and "I will do what- 
ever the President wishes me to 
do." 


Ike Studies Record 


Eisenhower, now spending the j ride out the storm. 


rnittee member said, "The report 
came from a source one would ex- 
pect to know •wnat he is talking 
about. And if it's not true, it ought 
to be true." 


All three, in separate interviews,

The warmest day 
was Wednesday with a top of 99. 


July Drouth 


With July ending Sunday, only 


two measurable rainfalls had been 
reported during the month. On 
July 7, .67 inch fell, and .11 inch 
was reported July.^0,,for .a total of 
\78 inoh. Tlie 'normal* July rainfall 
in this area is slightly above three 
inches. Traces of rain fell on July 
8, 9, 11; 15, 23 and 2*. 


Crops in the area reportedly 


have not been hurt, thus far, by 
the hot weather and small rainfall 
in. the past month. Lee County 
Farm Adviser James Somers said 
the heat is good'for the corn, but 
added that a continued lack of 
rainfall could hurt corn, especially 
in light, sandy soils. 


Weathermen today reported a 


"possibility" that the sweltering 
Midwest may cool somewhat Mon- 
day. 
The weather bureau said two 


flows of cooler air may reach the 
torrid zone by Monday. Cool Pacif- 
ic air is heading eastward across 
the northern Rockies and polar air 
is advancing southward from Can- 
ada. 


Loses Punch 


Thursday of this week a mass of 


Canadian air started south, bring- 
ing some relief to the Great Lakes 
states and New England, but it 
was rudely bumped back north by 
the mass of tropical air pushing 
north from the Gulf of Mexico. 


The hot and sticky weather was 


blamed for at least 15 deaths in 
Midwest states, including 5 in Chi- 
cago and 4 in other parts of Illi- 
nois. Missouri also reported 5 heat

three American teenagers were captured by the Communists in North 
Korea. Less than three years later they renounced their homeland 
turnd their backs on their loved ones and elected to "fight for peace' 
in Communist China. . 


Today those three Americans— 


teen-agers no longer—are home 
again, facing charges that could 
mean the. death penalty. 


Accused A» Traitors 


They are accused of betraying 


their comrades and their country, 
informing and aiding the enemy in 
exchange for favored treatment. 


It may be many weeks—even 


months—before Otho G. Bell, Hills- 
boro, Miss.; William A. Cowart, 
Dalton, Ga.; and Lewis W. Griggs, 
Jacksonville, To:., know their late. 
Upon their return aboard the liner 
President Cleveland Friday they 
were arrested and confined at Ft. 
Baker on the north shore of San 
Francisco Bay. 


If the Army decides, after an in- 


vestigation of the charges, that a 
court-martial is in order, the trials 
will be held here. If testimony 
gathered from hundreds of the for- 
mer comrades fails to stand up, 
the men will be given their free- 
dom. 


Although the ITnee are civilians. 


dishonorably discharged after re- 
fusing repatriation, the Army has 
jurisdiction over them by virtue 
of the uniform code of military 
justice passed by Congress in 1950. 


Military court-martial is permit- 


ed under a provision of the code 
to try former servicemen for cer- 
tain 
offenses 
committed during 


their terms'of service.

TOKYO UP)—Red Chinese 


Premier Chou En-Lai said 
tonight 
"the 
number 
of 


American civilians in China is 
small and their question can 
be easily settled" in forth, 
coming talks at Geneva, Pel. 
ping radio said. 


He again declared "the Chinese 


people want no war with the United 
States." 


The statement did not clarify 


whether this included the 11 airmen 
Red China claims were captured 
as spies. Chou also demanded "an 
end to the subversive activities 
against China" by foreign coun- 
tries. 


Sect* Settlement 


The broadcast heard in Tokyo 


said Chou told the N a t i o n a l 
People's Congress: 


". . . Provided both side» arc 


sincerely desirous of negotiation 
and conciliation, it should be pos- 
sible at the forthcoming talks at 
the ambassadorial level to reach 
first of all a reasonable settlement 
of the question of the return of 
civilians to their respective coun- 
tries." 


At the same time Chou de- 


manded return of "several thou- 
sands" of Chinese students he said 
are still in the United States. 


H« said since the two countries 


havi no diplomatic ties they-should 
"entrust ?•&••'£ thirdJ country" th» 
task of looking after and repatria- 
ting each other's civilians. 


Chou also said "preparations for 


negotiations between China and th« 
United States are relaxing and 
eliminating the tension in the 
Taiwan (Formosa) area" could 
come at Geneva — if "The United 
States is prepared to cooperate 
with (Red) China." 


Willing To Negotiate 


Tlie Communist prime minister 


stuck to his insistence that "libera- 
tion" of Formosa, is Red China's 
internal problem "but conditions 
permitting, the Chinese people are 
ready to seek the liberation of 
Taiwan by peaceful means . . ." 


Chou said Communist China is 


willing to "enter into negotiations 
with the responsible local authori- 
ties of Taiwan to map out concrete 
steps for Taiwan's peaceful libera- 
tion." 


Ruling out any consideration of 


Nationalist China's wishes, he ad- 
ded, "it should be made clear that 
these would be negotiations bet- 
ween the central government and 
local authorities. The Chinese peo- 
ple are firmly opposed to any ideas 
or talk of a so-called two Chinas."

My husband spent three years in 
the Canadian army and had been 
through all the strain of combat 
without any previous illness. Could 
you explain this? Mri. G. 


A—Mrs. G.'s letter was longer 


than the part quoted, and »he 
mentioned that her husband had 
at least two electroencephalo- 
grams which were abnormal. It 
is certainly unusual for a grown 
roan to develop for the first time 
epilepsy of the so-called idiopath- 
ic or unknown variety, to become 
paralyzed on one !>ide and not to 
have another attack.

on tile ground that Bridges lacked

tary travel by the year 2007." 


Dr. I. M. Levitt, director of the 


Fels Planetarium here, hailed the 
announcement of U. S. plans to 
launch a space satellite within two 
years and called it "the finest sub- 
stitute for war the world has ever 
known." 


"If we come to space travel and 


we are on our way, a global effort 
will be required for success," he 
said, adding: 


"All of the world's countries will

of launching space devices and last 
year at the 5th International As- 
tronautical Federation Congress in 
Austria he predicted a man-made 
"moon," costing about 10 million 
dollars to build, would be launch- 
ed before 1959.

Outdoor Life —Nation Almost Didn't Have Parks 


ITS VACATION time. Our 


automobiles wheel over the high- 
ways headed for one of the many 
national parks, possibly Yellow- 
stone, Ydsemite or the Sra'nd 
Canyon. When we enter tie 
grounds, a friendly ranger wel- 
comes us and registers our car. 
Whether it is a national park, 
monument or forest, it is ours to 
enjoy. 


But it wasn't always-so. Many 


men worked to make this pos- 
sible. 


There was one man in partic- 


ular who w o r k e ti—one who 
knew almost every mountain and 
forest west of the Mississippi. 
His name was John Muir. 


He loved all mountains and 


trees and wildflowers. Especially 


he loved Yosemite, the home of 
the "Grizzly Bear" Indians. 


In 
1864, four years 
before 


Muir's first visit, the Yosemite 
Valley was given to the State of 
California by an act of Congress. 
The lands were to be used by 
the state for public use, resort 
and recreation. 


But already trees were being 


cut and burned. Thousands of 
sheep were eating the vegetation 
and the Sierra slopes were in- 
fested with prospectors. All this 
was in spite of the federal grant. 


Muir was shocked, 
He be- 


lieved the only \vay to stop this 
destruction was to make it p 
national park. To further this 
belief he wrote books and articles 
urging conservation. 


His dream finally cam* true in 


1890. Muir also worked to create 
the Forestry Bureau now known 
as the Forest Service. This large 
organization manage* the mil- 
lions ol acre* of national forest 
land. 


Our land didn't awaken to the 


need of conserving and' replant- 
ing its timber resources until 
they were almost f one. 


No other man did more than 


John Muir to further the idea of 
national parks—to preserve th* 
beauty and natural resources oX 
our country for generations to 
come. Because of his great effort 
to further this cause John Muir 
deserves to be called "Th* father 
of Our National Parks,"

Usually boys and girls with 


guilty feelings use an alibi to 
cover .up so they won't even 
have to admit to themselves.

them all. 


One method of alibi-ing is 


called "projection." 
It's espe- 


cially easy, for you blame some- 
one else for your misfortunes. 
Ever see a child spank 'the bad 
floor that came up and hit him? 
That's 
projection. 
Tattletales 


who report the faults of others 


and hope to make their own 
faults look smaller by compari- 
son are using projection, too. 


Another method of concealing 


guilt : is called "overcompensa- 
tion." Too much self sacrifice, 
too much generosity is usually 
overcompensation. Because she 
feels hostile toward her sister, a 
girl may feel guilty.

Our World|-Rubber Boo Makes a Bouncy Pet 


NO DOUBT you are always 


hearing stories abouff snakes. Be- 
cause most people fear snakes, 
the stories are often untrue. 


Seldom does oo« hear how 


beneficial snakes are in control- 
ling mice, rats and insects. Even 
poisonous snakes prefer to avoid 
human beings when possible. 


In the tropical countries,, the 


giant boa constrictors and py- 
thons are greatly feared. Few 
people know that in the United 
States we have three members 
of the boa—or, scientifically—the 
boidae family. 


But there are some amazing 


differences in these boas, which 
are known as rubber boas. 


The rubber boa seldom grows 


to be over 20 inches in length. 
It is a slender, silver-gray snake 
which is very shy and secretive, 
so is seldom seen by man.

this boa are "two-headed snake,"

it's related. It's a rubber boa, and very shy. 


"silver snake," "glass snake" and 
"rubber snake." The first name 
comes from the fact that it is 
hard to tell the, tail from .the 
head. The second and third 
names are used because of the 
snake's glistening color. 


The fourth name brings up 


some unusual facts about the 
snake. The rubber boa actually 
looks and feels rubbery. And it 
can roll and twist itself into 
ball which can a c t u a l l y be 
bounced a bit! This ability helps 
protect, the almost defenseless 
creature from enemies. 


The rubber boa can, like the 


opossum, "play dead." This is 
another protective trick.

western states, the rubber boas 
are said to make good petSi If 
you like snakes for pets! 


Whether or not you'd like a 


rubber boa for a pet, the small 
reptiles are harmless.

Sports!—Sprinter- Must Make Fast Getaway to Win 


LET'S TAKE up sprinting. A 


famous sprinter has given us a 
few facts about this fine sport. 
We pass them on to you. 


Sprinting may be defined as 


"running at the highest speed." 
It is the most natural style of 
running. 
Boys who challenge 


each other to run on the spur of 
the moment always run short 
distances at top speed. 


As a boy continues his run- 


ning he will find he performs 
certain actions unconsciously. He 
develops what is called "form." 
This form, or style, may be good 
or bad, but wrong habits, once 
they are acquired, are hard to 
overcome. 


Perfect form is comprised of 


many small details, but the prin- 
cipal features are: quick start- 
ing, correct arm-and-leg move- 
ment, body angle and balance. 


Tn every action of physical 


speed', the natural inclination is 
to bend over, to lessen the air 
pressure, and the term "body 
angle" describes this action when 
used in running. 


In sprinting, the angle will be 


more pronounced than 
when 


longer distances are run at a 
slower pace. Get a diagram of 
a sprinter ors his mark. Study 
the correct body angle employed 
when running. 


The large firms which sell 


sporting goods will gladly give j 
you diagrams on sprinting. You! 
will be shown the incorrect body ! 
angles taken by those who do' 
not knows how to run and also 
the correct sprinting angles for 
speed work and many other in- 
structions. 


In sprint races the crouch 


start is the correct method. You 
will note that the sprinter raises 
his left leg almost as high as he 
can: 
his head is almost erect. 


Then he starts with his right 


arm and left leg raised high. He 
gets what is called "the forward 
angle." 


Note how the feet are placed 


when "On your mark" with suf- 
ficient brace to the toes and ball 
of the right foot, so that a good 


push-off can be obtained. 


In the "Get set" position (the 


second command) the weight of 
the body should be on the for- 
ward foot and the arms with 
fingers spread, while the upper 
body leans slightly over the itart 
line. 


At the report of the pistol the 


runner should give himself a 
good shove with his left foot in 
a sort of slanting upward posi- 
tion, his left arm going upward 
much like an uppercut in boxing. 
The right arm goes to the rear 
for balance. The rear leg as- 
sists by a lifting push. 


The first stride, with the right 


foot, is short and chopped. The 
second stride is much lonjer. 
The third and fourth are of the 
length that the runner naturally 
uses. 


Starting requires much prac- 


tice, but a quick getaway is half 
the race.

Scientists Confident 
Of Space Ship by '58 


WASHINGTON W — American 


scientists are confident they can 
send up a man-made moon into 
the fringe of space by 1958. 


President Eisenhower Friday en- 


dorsed a plan to devise and launch 
a satellite that would check condi- 
tions beyond the earth's atmos- 
phere. 


About the size of a basketball, 


the satellite would sail for days or 
weeks 200 to 300 miles above th« 
earth. Traveling 18,000 miles an 
hour, it would circle the glows 
every 90 minutes. 


The United States is known to 


have been exploring the possibili- 
ties of satellites at least since 1947. 
And Moscow radio said last April 
that Russia planned a satellite for 
reesearch purposes. 


Purely Scientific 


White House Press Secretary 


James C. Hagerty said the U. S. 
satellite would be for "entirely sci- 
entific purposes" and information 
g-amed from it would be available 
to all nations, including Russia. 


Officials of the National Acad- 


emy of Scientits and the National 
Science Foundation, to whom the 
task was assigned, expressed con- 
fidence it can be done, although 
they had today only a pile of 
mathematical formulas, blueprints 
and experience gained by the De- 
fense Department in a decade of 
rocket and guided missile develop- 
ment. 


Some Congress members im- 


mediately wanted to know whether 
the United States wouldn't be giv- 
ing the Russians free access to in- 
formation useful in the develop- 
ment of intercontinental ballistics 
missiles. 
List Benefits 


.Scientists said the sphere might 


provide information useful in im- 
proving weather forecasting and 
radio transmission, among other 
things. 


They expressed hope it would 


also yield a wealth of highly tech- 
meal data on cosmic rays, the 
sun's heat and distance measuring. 


The two science groups said in 


a joint statement it could indicate 
the difficulties and conditions to 
be met "if the day comes when 
man goes beyond the earth's at- 
mosphere in his travels." 


But that is for the future. First 


must come the initial jaunt into 
space by • a satellite which will 
carry no human and may have not 
even any scientific equipment in 
it. 


The first step wilTbe design de- 


velopment, then the assignment of 
contracts to firms to fabricate the 
components of the multistagee 
rocket to propel the satellite to its 
track in the sky. 


Must Survive Heat 


Meanwhile, 
scientists and in- 


dustry will team up to produce a 
metallic ball that can endure the 
terrific heat produced by friction 
of the atmosphere while en route 
to empty space. 


The project is part of the Inter- 


national Geophysical Year extend- 
ing from the 
middle of 1957 


through 1958. In that time, 40 na- 
tions—including Russia—will make 
studies and tell each other what 
they find out about a multitude of 
matters—like w e a t h e r , 
earth- 


quakes, glaciers, geology, solar 
activity, the sea and the upper at- 
mosphere. 


White House spokesmen and sci- 


entists who outlined the satellite 
proje«t to newsmen seemed defi- 
nite abuut only a few things, Tnu 
first satellite probably will be 
spherical and about the size of a 
basketball. It will be launched by 
rockets, probably a series of sev- 
eral, linked together and firing suc- 
cessively. 


It's Feasible 


Dr. Alan T. Waterman, director 


of the National Science Founda- 
tion, said two things—"We regard 
it as feasible" and "We can put 
a time schedule on it—1957-58." He 
said the, amount of power needed 
to send it up to between 200 and 
300 miles already has been com- 
puted. .

The mil- 
lionaire industrialist had been in 
poor health since catching pneu- 
monia in Jamaca last winter. 


Born Aug. 15, 18S1, in Bristol, 


Tenn., Reynolds entered King Col- 
lege there at the age of 13 and 
graduated at 17. He attended Co- 
lumbia University and the Univer- 
sity of Virginia before going to 
work for hi» uncle R. J. Reynolds 
in 1900. 


While e m p l o y e d at Winston- 


5alem, N. C., Reynolds persuaded 
ils uncle to move from chewing 
obac,co to smoking tobacco by 
blending mild Kentucky burley 
vith stronger Virginia tobacco. 
This led to the Camel cigarette, 
and Reynolds later invented the 
moisture-preslrvlng Prince Albert 
obacco tin. 
Reynolds left the tobacco com- 


pany in 191Z to go into business 
'or himself. He joined with his 
uncle and the Brttish-American To- 
bacco Co. after World War I in 
forming the United States Foil Co. 
to roll tin and lead foil for ciga- 
rette packaging. 


Operations 
were 
switched to 


aluminum foil in 1926 after R. J. 
Reynolds and British - American 
had withdrawn. Two years later, 
Reynolds launched Reynolds Met- 
als Co. with United States Foil as 
controlling stockholder. The con- 
cern now is the second largest pro- 
ducer of primary, aluminum in the 
country with a rated capacity of 
829 million pounds a year. 


At the time of his death he was
